DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group IB in the reply filed on October 12, 
2004 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 17 and 1 8 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions. 
The remaining claims were searched and examined only to the extent that they read on 
the elected invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 4, 6, 7, 1 0, 1 3, 1 5 and 1 6 are allowed, to the extent that they read on 
the elected invention. No claims can pass to issue until all non-elected subject matter 
has been deleted from the claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art of record is Goble, US 5,954,995. The reference discloses 
the suitablity of all of the recited compounds in refrigerant mixtures, but the reference 
does not provide specifics regarding the amounts of these particular compounds that 
would be suitable in a refrigerant composition. Accordingly, the claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 
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6. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
